This standard supplements the Corporate Trademark Manual and provides information for the guidance of engineers and styling 
authorities in using the RCA Monogram on or in association with RCA products. 


It has long been recognized that the trademarks of an organization are among its most valuable assets. To maintain their value, 
a well-founded trademark policy, structure, and procedure are essential. The RCA Monogram has been established by many 
years of use, and by registration in the United States and abroad. All rights in a trademark may be irrevocably lost if it is im- 
properly used. It is important invariably to use a trademark, in all its applications, in the approved standard form. 


IT IS EXPRESSLY PROHIBITED TO ADD TO OR SUPERIMPOSE UPON 
THE MONOGRAM ANY LETTER, WORD OR DEVICE OF ANY KIND, 


MONOGRAM ELEMENTS 


The Monogram is composed of a single, true circle within 
which are the characteristic letters RCA with the left leg 

of the letter 'A' extending downward and then to the left in 

a form symbolic of a lightning flash. The area within the 
circle and surrounding the letters is known as the Monogram 
field, 


DEFINING CIRCLE 


When the Monogram is used against a surrounding area of 
identical or similar color or shade, a full or partial outer 
circle is required to sharply outline the Monogram circle. 
This outer circle is known as a defining circle and is not a 
part of the Monogram. See 2D, 3D, 2L, 3L, and 4Lon 
pages 2 and 3, 


ADAPTATIONS 


The illustrations on pages 2 and 3 are approved adaptations 
of the Monogram in a variety of surrounding-area conditions, 
They provide wide styling latitude. The Monogram should be 
positioned distinctively by itself; that is, additional circles, 
letters or other configurations, should not be circumscribed 
about it. Other elements in a design in which the Monogram 
is used should be spaced from the Monogram a distance suf- 
ficient to provide good proportion, avoid cluttering and deny 
any impression that the element is a part of the Monogram, 
The Monogram must be positioned normal to the design of 
which it is a part; that is, the tops and bottoms of the letters 
RCA are positioned horizontally and not rotated at an angle. 


Control of Form: In the preparation of new copy authentic 
secondary Monogram masters should always be used. This 
practice avoids the degradation which takes place when copies 
of questionable precision are used. Accurate secondary 
masters for reproduction purposes are provided on subsequent 
pages of this section; additional copies are available on re- 
quest to Corporate Standardizing, Camden 08101. All Mono- 
gram applications must be accurate reproductions in accord- 
ance with the best commercial practices. 


A variety of standard Monograms is available for general 
purpose use on RCA products. Detailed information is pro- 
vided elsewhere in this section. 


Size: The Monogram may be any size dictated by styling 
excellence or application. Pages 6 and 7 of this Notice show 
sizes most frequently used. 


Color: Styling excellence should govern the selection of the 
two colors required for each Monogram; one color for the 
letters and circle and a contrasting color for the Monogram 
field. When styling requirements so dictate, the Monogram 
field may be finely patterned or textured provided it is a sub- 
dued design which does not compete for prominence, 


Standard RCA red is recommended for one of the two colors 
in all Monogram applications when styling requirements do 
not dictate otherwise. Five functional variations of the 
standard RCA red are as follows:

The observational color standards for numbers 1, 2 & 3 are 
contained in this (31) section; see subsequent pages, 


The observational color standard for number 4 is not included 
in this section; see a subsequent page for detailed information. 


The observational color standard for number 5 is not included 
in this section but is available from Corporate Standardizing. 
It is a 3 x 5 inch metal panel upon which an enamel has been 
spray-applied. It typifies the appearance of spray or brush 
coated enamels, lacquers, and other organic finishing mate- 
rials on opaque surfaces, such as, metal, wood, and plastics, 


When the Monogram is used on engineering documents, such 
as drawings, specifications and standards, it should be 
printed in the same color as the remainder of the document, 
normally black on white, This is to avoid the expense and 
inconvenience of multi-color printing.
